INDIAN 


Eastern papers say tbe present In- 


dian outbreak in Minneiof a i.i truoea- 
ble directly to whisky. Tbe Pillager 
Indians, who are on the warpath, are a 
branch of the Cbippewa tribe. Their 
reaerratlon is in Case oouut.y, Minne- 
sota, west of Duluth. They dress like 
white men, cultivate the soil and love 
whisky. They have Been carrying- on 
• contraband traffic In " firewater "and 
have given the authorities much 
trouble. A number of the ringleaders 
in thle traffic were arrested, convicted 
of felling whisky without license and 
•entenced to terms of imprisonment of 
from thirty to ninety days. One of 
the chiefs engaged in the whisky traffic 
eluded arrest for a while, bat was finally 
caught. "While the prisoners were be- 
ing taken to Dnlath they were rescued 
by Indian friends, who took them to 
Bear Island in Leech lake, and defied 
the civil officers. An attempt on the 
part of the Federal officers, assisted by 
the military, lead to the killing of 
Major Wilkinson and several men of 
his command, and caused a reign of 
terror In Cass county, Minnesota. 


It is not charged that the Indians 


manufactured the whisky, therefore 
they must have procured it from the 
whites. Now, it ia held to be the duty 
of the Federal officers to hunt down 
the whites and punish them, as they 
are primarily to blame for all the 
trouble. 


It is said, too, that white men were 


encroaching upon the Indian reserva- 
tion and cutting timber. That aggra- 
vated the Indians, and, no doubt, in- 
cited them to attack the troops, whom 
they suspected of aiding the trespass- 
ers upon the reservation. 


An Indian under the influence of 


liquor ia not a reasonable being. He 
does not 
mauufaotuie 
whisky and 


therefore must get it from those who 
do. As the penalty for selling- whisky 
to Indians is severe, if the Federal au- 
thorities in Minnesota pnuished those 
who violate the law as they do in Ne- 
vada, there would be less trouble Be'-" 
tween the red men and palefaces in 
that State.

When Umbrella* Were Vint Vied. 
The introduction of the umbrella in 


some places has been regarded of suffi- 
cient; importance to be included in the 
local annals. About 1780 a red Leghorn 
umbrella was introduced into Bristol, 
and it created quite a sensation in the 
city. It was abont the same period that 
an umbrella was first carried in the 
streets of Stamford, Lincolnshire. It 
was of Chine&o manufacture and -was 
brought to Stamford" from Glasgow. 
Mis. Stockdale, in 1776, is recorded to 
have brought from the island of Gra- 
nada, in the W6st Indies, the first nm- 
bielln seen in Cartmel, Lancashire. 


In 1779 Dr. Spens, a popular physi- 


cian, carried an umbrella in the streets 
of Edinburgh, and he is credited with 
introducing it into the Scottish capital. 
John Jameson, a Glasgow surgeon, vis- 
ited Paris about 1781 or 1782 and 
brought back with him an umbrella, 
which was the first seen in Glasgow, 
where it attracted unusual attention. 
William Symington was the first per- 
son to carry an umbrella in Paisley. 


It is related by Horace Walpole in 


his account of the punishment of Dr. 
Shebberere for libel, Dec. 6, 1758, that 
when he was in the pillory a footman 
held over Mm an umbrella to keep off 
the rain. This has been described as an 
aristocratic style of bearing punish- 
ment. The nndersheriff got into trou- 
ble for permitting the indulgence. —

Cuba and Porto KIco. 


The revival of business in Cuba and 


Porto Bioo means much to cattle m6n 
within reach of the Gulf of Mexico 
ports. The Denver News says D. O. 
Prior of Fort Worth, who has just re- 
turned from a trip to Havana, thinks 
Cuba alone will take 1,000,000 head of 
cattlo next year. He complains bit- 
terly of the tariff exaction* in Havana, 
the Spanish code being yet in force. 
Tn addition to their regular tariffs the 
Spaniards have a long list of extras, 
which seem to be adjusted on a basis 
of what a man will stand. The tariff 
on cattle is $8 for sieere, $6 for calves, 
(10 for oxen and $8 for beeves, and on 
top of that is an ad valorem duty and 
a weight charge, to say nothing of offi- 
cial fees and special items too numer- 
ous to mention. The American Com- 
mission, a* soon as it takes charge of 
the island, will do away with this sys- 
tem, and will probably abolish the 
tariff on cattle.
